A Tobacco Substitute. 


During the war, when tobacco was ex-

F eeding the Seagulls. 


I witnessed a pleasing little incident the 
other morning (writes a correspondent) 
while walking along the quays in the 
direction of Kingsbridge. An elderly man, 
with a paper bag filled with crusts of 
bread, was leaning against the Liffey wall 
throwing morsels to the sea-gulls as they 
swooped down on the surface of the water 
from the roofs of the adjoining buildings. 
The larger birds were content to pick up 
the bread when it fell in the river, but 
the nimble little black-heads invariably 
caught the pieces in the air. Some of the 
gulls settled fearlessly on the wall quite 
close to the distributor of the feast, but 
the majority circled over the water, 
manceuvring for position. Several passers 
were attracted to the scene—among them 
a poorly-dressed woman, carrying a baby 
in a shawl. As the sea-gulls wheeled in 
the morning sunlight, the baby stretched 
out its hands towards them and crowed 
with delight. The face of the mother 
shone with reflected enthusiasm as she 
held it up for a fuller view, and the 
onlookers, stirred by this little touch of 
nature, turned to the pair with sympa- 
thetic interest. 


Better Silver Coins. 


I hear that the British Treasury is 
about to recall all the silver coins minted 
between the years 1920-1927. Some five 
hundred million of these coins were 
struck, but they quickly became dis- 
coloured owing to the large percentage of 
copper used in the alloy. The Treasury 
decided after the War that, owing to the 
huge increase in the price of silver, they 
would have to use less of that metal, and 
more of the baser metals, in the coinage. 

The price of silver is very low at pre- 
sent, and a higher percentage of silver in 
the coinage ought to help to rectify this 
and improve the eastern markets for the 
western manufacturer. If all European 
countries would use more silver in their 
coinage, it would make a considerable 
difference to all interested in eastern 
trade.

‘THE KING'S CROWN 
REPAIRED. 


— . — 


RETURNS TO TOWER AN 
INCH TALLER. 


After three months’ absence, the Imperial 
crown which the King wears on state occa- 
sions has been restored to its place in the 
Jewel House at the Tower of London. i 

But the crown is now in a more splendid 
state than at any other period in its history, 
and it is an inch taller than before it was 
taken away. This is because the whole of the 
gold framework has been taken to pieces and 
reset into shape. 

“The crown, which was made for Queen 
Victoria in 1838, had sunk in the course of 
nearly a century, and was so insecure that it 
was not certain whether it would keep its 
shape when worn,” Sir George Younghus- 
band, the keeper of the crown jewels, told a 
reporter last night. ‘‘ Therefore, the crown 
was sent to jewellers for the most expert 
repairs. Every one of the 3,000 jewels has 
been cleaned in the process, and the frame- 
work has had new gold added to it to enable 
it to bear the weight of the jewels without 
sinking again.”

Slaney Anglers’ 
Request.

ENNISCORTHY. Tuesday. 
HE Slaney Trout Anglers’ Association, 
i: which was recently formed with a view 
to protecting and developing brown 
trout fishing in the river, has applied to the 
Free State Minitry of Fisheries for some form 
of legal authority over part of the river be 
tween Enniscorthy and Wexford. Miss 
O'Toole. Hon. Secretary of the Anglers’ 
Association, pointed out to the Minister that 
trout . fishing on the Slaney had been 
deteriorating for years, and, at present, the 
trout caught did. not average a quarter of a 
pound. One of the rules of the axslers 
Association was that all immature trout must 
be returned to the river, but as all the trout 
fishermen were not members of the /ssovia- 
tion, the Association asked for control of the 
tidal waters, so that they could enforce their 
rules, and so improve the fishing. 

The Minister for Fisheries for warde this 
application to the Wexford Board of Fishery 
Conservators for consideration at their meet- 
ing to-day. The Conservators expressed the 
opinion that the lower reaches of the Slaney 
did not lend themselves to brown trout fsh. 
ing, or the preservation of brown trout. This 
part of the river was essentially a salmon 
river, and was preserved as such. It could 
not be contemplated that the proprietors 
would hand over the trout-fishing rights to 
any association, as members would, naturally, 
expect to wade and fish when and where they 
liked, to the detriment of salmon fishing. 

The Conservators suggested that the anglers 
should approach~riparian owners on the 
tributaries of the river, and also pointed out 
that brown trout fishing was free to all be- 
tween Enniscorthy and Wexford at present.

The official statement was issued at the 
conclusion of a meeting of the party which 
was held at the Gresham otel. The 
meeting, which was private, was in session 
for the entire day.
